PINTSCH LIGHT FAULTY. 


For years the reef has been marked 


with two buoys, one of them a can buoy 
and the other what is known.as a spar 
buoy. In addition to this precaution a 
ray" of red light has been thrown, from 
the light station, at Wind Point directly 
on the reef and which-'was to serve as a 
warning to vessels. On foggy nights this 
light could not he seen nnd a large num- 
ber of soil and steam vessels ran aground 
in consequence. Then the government, a 
few years ago, sought.to limit the dang- 
ers to some, .degree by placing a Pintuch- 
light on the ledge. This worked well for 
a time, but as the light was too close to 
the water the seas washed over it during 
storms 'and extinguished it. The light 
was later raised but this did not seem to 
make it efficient, and for long periods 
it was practically abandoned. The tanks 
for supplying the gas were supposed to 
be of a capacity sufficient to 
feed 
the 


light for six months but on numerous oc- 
casions the light went out and could not 
be made to burn on account of lack of 
gas. 
Thus condition made it more dan- 


gerous for the lake captains as they de- 
pended on the light- and when it was ex- 
tinguished there were really no bearings 
to go by. 


"PLANS FOR NEW HOUSE, 


The plans for the new lighthouse sta- 


tion are elaborate. Provisions will be 
made for a home for the keeper and his 
family, who will be compelled to remain 
isolated during the winter months when 
they will be unable to come ashore on 
account of the large quantities of float- 
in" ice.

light on the ledge. This worked well for 
a time, but as the light was too close to 
the water the seas washeij over it during 
storms and extinguished" H. The light 
was later raised bnt this did not seem to 
make it efficient, and for long periods 
it was practically abandoned. The tanks 
for supplying the gas were supposed to 
be of a capacity sufficient to 
feed the 


light for six months but on numerous oc- 
casions the light went out and could not 
be made to burn on account of lack of 
gas. This condition made it more dan- 
gerous for the lake captains as they de- 
pended on the light-and when it was ex- 
tinguished there were really no bearings 
togo by. 


PLANS FOR NEW HOUSE. 


The plans for the new" lighthouse sta- 


tion are elaborate. Provisions will be 
made for a home for the keeper and his 
family, who will be compelled to remain 
isolated during the winter months when 
they will be unable to come ashore on 
account 'of the large quantities of float- 
ing ice. In order to offset this 
disa- 


greeable feature of living three miles in 
the lake .surrounded by water for an en- 
tire winter, the government will try to 
make amends by famishing the keeper's 
home in as comfortable manner as pos- 
sible.

"Mr. Gittings was kind enough to sug- 


gest hiy name in connection with the po- 
sition mentioned," said 
Congressman 


Cooper. 
"This occurred one day last 


July or August when I was at Brown's 
lake with my wife. I knew absolutely 
nothing about the matter, that he had 
made the suggestion, until a few days 
later when I went to Racine, anct the 
subject was mentioned to me on the 
utreet, and I expressed surprise. At that 
time I was only in the city for two hours, 
•when I returned to the lake. I did not

years, until the close of the war. 


He participated in all battles of his 


regiment and was a brave and fearless 
soldier. When the wi}r ended he came 
back to Racine, but.',army life was in 
accordance to his liking and he enlisted 
in the regular army and has been in ever 
since. Most of the time he was a drum 
major. 


Members of Company F, living here, 


when interviewed in regard 
to

Herms, said that undoubtedly he was the 
very youngest man to enter the army, 
in fact he waa a mere stripling of a boy 
and was called the "kid" of the regiment, 
but lie was a hustler, popular, and the 
wliole company liked him and would have 
protected the youngster with their lives,

Phillips and Henry Herms of this city.

The act was repealed in the reign ot

^hpur. Reports of depredations came in- 


;to the office thick and fast and there 
.we.re.Jiot officers enough to dispatch to 
the scenes of the disturbances. Gangs 
of yoxing men and women moved rapid- 
ly from one section of'the city to the 
other, keeping away from a certain dis- 
trict where they had committed some 
disgraceful act and seeking new fields. 


NORTH SIDE DEPREDATIONS. 


On the north side three wagons were 


piled in a'heap on the street and a load 
of gravel dumped 6'ver them. Gates 
were carried away aiid in some cases 
damaged beyond repair, several of them 
having been dumped over the lake bank 
to the beach below.

On Sixth street a number of boys uaeil 
empty Hour sacks as weapons, striking 
ladies as ivellrfis men. 


HOW CORLISS FARED. 


Hallowe'en was celebrated with a ven- 


geance at Corliss last night, in fact it 
sin-passed anything in that line ever wit- 
nessed in Racine county. There is hard- 
ly an. outbuilding standing in the village 
this morning. At 
the O'Hare barber 


shop tlio doorway iyas blockaded with 
small buildings and a hundred different 
signs were up, one indicating that it was 
Gittliff and the inhabitants a little "bug- 
gy." Tom Burns, when he got Up, found 
it impossible to get out of the building 
and the door wus removed 
from 
the 


hinges. It took half an hour to clear 
away, the different, buildings and boxes 
piled up. 


Some of the outhouses were carried 


a quarter of a mile and owners have 
been busy all day carrying them back 
and .putting them in place. From neigh- 
boring fields, corn, pumpkins and other 
things were 'carried and piled up. Of 
course" the perpetrators of these pranks 
are supposed to be. boys and young mon. 
While the residents, of the place appre- 
ciate fun- upon Hallowe'en night they 
object to-wanton destruction oE their 
property.

SAILS AGAINST BREEZE 


Aeronaut in Baldwin Airship 


Navigates His Aeroplane 


at Will. 


, ST. LOUIS, Nov. 1— A..Hoy Knabcn- 
slnic of Toledo, O., yesterday afternoon 
sailed over the world's fair in the Bald- 
win airship, steering the erait at will 
and returning to the starting point with- 
in the aerodrome thirty minutes after 
he rose in the air. The test was a com- 
plete success. A crowd of 100,000 per- 
sons witnessed the flight, and thousands 
crowded around Knabenshuo and Bald- 
win after the return. President Francis 
of the exposition and other world's fair 
officials tendered the inventor and aero- 
naut their congratulations. 


Knnbenslnie was in the air twentj-- 


eight minutes, rising to a height of 2,000 
feet, and steering his craft nt pleasure 
with and against a brisk wind or tack- 
ing or cutting across the current. He 
described circles and cut intricate fig- 
ures in the air. The aeronaut's mother 
witnessed the test. 


After the return of the ship Mr. Bald- 


win announced that he would enter the 
'California Arrow" in the $100,000 prize 
competition and try to attain required 
speed of twenty miles an hour. 


Knabepshue started from the ^aero- 


nautic concourse at 3:30 p. m, and re- 
turned after his remarkable flight at 
4:05 p. an. On the return trip the »h> 
ship sailed slowly ;over the exact spot 
from which it had risen twenty-eight 
minutes previously, and glidnd about 100 
feet further west, where it settled grace- 
fully to the ground. 
. 


COMPLETE CONTROL OF SHIP. 
"There was not a moment," said Knab- 


enshue. "when I did not hare complete 
control of the airship. It needed the 
slightest pressure on the helm to change 
the direction of the vessel and the 'old 
Arrow5 responded to every demand that 
I made upon it. 


"The sensation was most pleasant. No 


I did not have time to think about the 
danger. In fact, there was no real dan- 
ger. An operator of the Baldwin Arrow 
needs only to have an average amount ot 
nerve, a little experience as an aeronaut 
and he can make a successful flight." 


Capt. Baldwin was extremely optimis- 


tic regarding the future of his airship. 


A'SOTS&K FLIGHT TODAY. 


Thomas S. Baldwin's airship, the "Cal- 


ifornia Arrow,'' made another ascension 
today 1'roin the world's fair aeronautic 
concourse, with Roy Knabcnshue, of To- 
ledo,- who made two previous flights, at 
the helm. The day was. clear and a. sev- 
en mile breeze, blew from the southwest. 


When released from its weights the 


airship rose gradually to a height 
of 


about 700 feet and sailed with the Triad 
-in a northeasterly direction with the 
machine under complete control, Knab- 
enshue piloted the machine for at least 
300 feet and then returned, circling about 
the concourse to show the sailing quali- 
ties of his craft, Knabenshue then, at a 
height of 1,000 feet, steered directly into 
the teeth of the wind and proceeded for 
about half a mile, returning to the start- 
ing place soon after as his orders 
to stay up only twenty minutes.

When the meeting was called to order

He stated that he 
would be unable to take the place of the 
speaker who had been announced to take 
the platform, as he knew little about the 
primary election law, there being no such 
law in his state, and confined himself to 
tho national issues, touching briefly on 
all of them.
